The siibjéct will deal with the pres- 
ent problems of agriculture in France, 
which is in a 8ituat'.on strikingly par- 
alleling Cana diani.agricultwa l condl- 

self-sufficient in food" products, im- 
porting and exporting but a small ^ 
amount of each. In the last few years, 
however, there.' has been a huge over- 
production of wheat in France as m 
Canada, with a,.résulthig. fall hi the 
price level whlchi has: reacted exceed- 
ingly unfavorably on the French peas- 
ants. 

Due to the monetary situation now 
existing in France and in America, 
the French franc is however being 
being quoted at r, better . rate than 
has.been the case for many years. In 
P«<i It , MgÉ^ed; this is due to 
deyaluatl^rlofStl^'doUar and also 
the stabilization of the franc.; Such" 
a condition is naturally favorable to 
trade and has resulted, to a certain 
extent, in a drift of trade, though 
very small, slnce'the French govern- 
ment has adopted a policy of protec- 
tion. The speaker will discuss , the 
various phases relevant to agricultijre 
as well as to the connection existing 
in respect to agriculture and the mon-

Wanted All Men to be Free 
... Under American ' 
Flag 

"Abraham Lincoln the Great Eman- 
cipator" will be the topic of an ad- 
dress which is to be presented to- 
night utideir/'tliejauspices' of Historical 
Club of McGlll University. Jock Hodg- 
son who Is'^to give the paper, wllj re- 
view briefly the life of thla great 
American Idol from his humble origin 
beginning in à backwoods shack, his 
attempts and ^ultimate success in edu- 
cating himself and his rise to the pres- 
idënig ^TO Biieçturer: will then describe- 
Linmin^^vlgorous aind sustained effort 
to alleviate the lot of the negroes en- 
slaved and degraded by their white 
masters. The eventual emancipation 
of the slaves and the tragic death of 
their lliierator at the hands of an as- 
sassin will conclude Hodgson's paper. 

A second paper will be presented by 
K.M.C. Moclntyre on Jefferson Davis, 
Southern leader of the Democratic 
Party and president of the Confeder- 
ate States during' the American Civil 
War.

itiiei ship. It fails' to talce precedence 



of a maritime lien, and it does' not 
pre\'ail .against the' right of a bona 
fide purchaser — it is not a right in 
rem in this case.

i/gy^ia^; AdnUralty Act pi 1840,. the. 
jimsdlctlon of the Admiralty ' courts 
was extended and a maritime lien was 
hi many cases actually made to cover j 
the new instances coming under the ' 
enlarged; Jurisdiction; although It is 
fairly obvious that only a statutary 
lien was intended to apply to these 
cases. The result is that maritime law 
has been immensely complicated. 

There are only four or five true 
maritime liens: 

d) Salvage, 

(2) Collision, 

(3) Sailor's wages, 

(4) Disbursements made by the 
master, etc., for the ship-owner. 

(5) In i}ottomry and respondentia. 

Maritime liens have been subjected 
to two different theories — the Per- 
spnifirâtioQ theory; and/i^^the^Proce- 
àural theory. Hie Peifsoniflcation 
theory, which Is that .adopted by the 
United States, takes the view that a 
maritime lien affects only the ship 
and cannot touch the- owner. For ex< 
ample, If a ship A,'hit a ship B, and, 
then sank itself, the owner b t<ithfe'!>hi pi 
B would have no recourse agatuirtlt? 
owners of ship A, because ship A lo 
which the maritime Hen was attached 
had sunk and taken with it all the 
effects of the lien. 

The Procedural rule, on the other 
hand, allows recourse against the own- 
er of the vessel no matter what hap- 
pened to the ship. As owners of i:, 
they are responsible. 

The question which rule or theory 
is the correct one is still largely an 
open matter. English jurisprudence 
shows that' in the case of sailor's 
wages, the pcrro n U icato has 
been appU^V~^it^|^^^^ms done cm 
the vessel and aùathcs' tt^^t. On the 
other hand, in the histanoe of dis- 
bursements by the master of the vel- 
sel, jurisprudence has shovm a decide J 
tendèncy to inclhie toward the Pro- 
cedural Tlieory and to hold the owner 
of the vessel responsible np matter 
what has happened to the vessel. 
Where collisions are concerned, the 
theory has tended to fluctuate.' The 
personification theory definitely 
seemed to be the prevailing one prior 
to the twentieth century, but since 
that time' the Procedural theory has 

•'"" '^lÉ^iSîft extent. The 
very fact; 'however, that a maritime 
lien attaches Itself to the ship in fault, 
at the very moment, of the collision, 
seems to lend belief to the idea of per- 
sonality of the ship. Obviously Eng- 
lish law has applied both theori^, in 
actuality, probably on account of the 
very fact tliat the Admiralty Court Is 
primarily a court of equity. 
, The Personification Theory is ad- 
r^tted almost without disseqt ' where 
salvage Is ta questlwi. -In the happen- 
ing of a ship being stolen and after- 
wards betog Involved hi a collision, 
the Procedural TJieory would most 
likely prevail. Supposing that the 
stolen ship was stranded and after- 
wards saUed, the Personification 
Theory would almost undoubtedly be 
applied.

English Shipping law has very fre- 
quently, run counter to that of other 
nations and hence has often been tm- 
popular.,wl_Oritoem.; Stace the begin- 
ning of the ^ twentieth century, Eng- 
land has altered many of her maritime' 
laws, and she was supposed to put In 
force the provisions agreeid upon by 
her at the Brussels Conference of 1926. 
This has not been done as yet, per- 
•jliaps' because the delegates did not 
realize how great a change they in- 
volve in English Maritime Law'.
